Remember When? 


It takes a long memory to 
reach back to the days when a 
five-cent piece was called a “jit- 
ney.” 


The old-timer can remember 
when it was good for a street 
car or bus ride—don’t forget the 
subway. He might remember 
when it bought a beer, or back 
even further when the loot was 
two beers and maybe a free 
lunch for the fellow with a 
boarding-house reach. 

When the movies were young, 
a kid could have a thrilling time 
in a “nickledrome” with one low- 
ly jitney. 

A commuter could travel 
miles on one. The same distance 
would cost a dollar or more to- 
day. 

The term jitney became 
firmly fixed to the motorbus 
about 1921 when a number of 
developments made the jitney 
busses come into their own. 

Streetcar strikes shunted 
business to the busses. As sub- 
urbs spread due to the press of 
increased population, it became 
unprofitable for street car lines 
to expand so far from power 
sources. 

Busses seemed to obtain fran- 
chises more easily and many be- 
came parts of interstate trans- 
portation lines centrally con- 
trolled. 

As transportation facilities 
became more jammed and con- 
gested, slogans began to appear. 

“The public be damned” and 
“The straphangers make the 
dividends” were popular and bus 
‘company dividends were terrific 
for awhile. 
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More and more busses took to 
the road and though the name 
jitney was still used, as fares 
increased, the name gradually 
lost its popularity and faded 
from the public vocabulary. 

Then too the public utility 
companies were always seeking 
ways to increase fares and 
seemed anxious to erase any 
memories of cheap transporta- 
tion, little realizing that they 
were defeating their own pur- 
pose. 

For the family automobile be- 
came their greatest competitor 
and a fierce enemy of the in- 
flated commuter ticket cost. 

Jitney (Jit ni) Slang, a five- 
cent piece; nickel; Colog., a con- 
veyance, especially an automo- 
bile, in which passengers are 
carried for a small fare. 

A bit of Americana that many 
of us remember and that brings 
back plenty of pleasant memor- 
ies about other things. 


For lots of us kids hitched a 
ride on the tailgate of a wagon 
going our way to save the price 
of a jitney—there were much 
more exciting uses for it than 
to pay for travel. 








This is my greatest mint error — 
Liberty is wearing a straw hat. 
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During the reign of Edward 
the Confessor, the Lord of Cov- 
entry was a hard man. Earl Leo- 
fric, also known as Earl of Mer- 
cia, used harsh means to enforce 
his will. 

On one occasion the inhabi- 
tants of Coventry had offended 
their master and he punished 
them by inflicting a tax so heavy 
they were unable to pay it. 

Mothers brought their children 
to the ruler clamoring, “If we 
pay, we starve.” 

Earl Leofric’s wife, Lady Go- 
diva, heard their cries and, sym- 
pathizing with the people, went 
to her lord to plead that for her 
sake the tax be remitted. 

When she persisted in her en- 
treaties, Leofric at last said--half 
jocularly and half contempt- 
uously--that he would grant her 
request if she would ride naked 
through the town of Coventry. 

After having made certain her 
lord was serious, Lady Godiva 
prepared to fulfill the condition 
imposed. 

She caused it to be known on 
what terms the Earl had agreed 
to relieve the people from the tax 
and then proclaimed that on a 
certain day no one should leave 
his house before noon, that all 
windows and apertures in the 
houses should be closed and that 
no one should even look outside 
until noon was past. 
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The memorable ride of Paul Revere has 
grown large in American folk history. But 
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When the day arrived, Lady 
Godiva mounted naked on her 
palfrey and rode through the 
town and returned. Leofric, in 
fulfillment of his promise and in 
admiration of his wife’s heroism, 
freed the townspeople from the 
burdens he had imposed on them. 

Only one person, the story 
says, attempted to look out as 
Lady Godiva rode by and he im- 
mediately was struck blind. Peep- 
ing Tom was a tailor and the 
story of his escapade, together 
with his likeness, have been 
painted on the building where he 
lived and did the peeping. 

In a church in Coventry can 
be found a commemoration in an 
ancient effigy of Peeping Tom. 

Coventry, 85 miles northwest 
of London, is one of the oldest 
cities in England, formerly a 
walled town. In 1044, Earl Leo- 
fric and Lady Godiva founded a 
Benedictine monastery there. To- 
day Coventry, with a population 
of less than 200,000, is famous 
for the manufacture of bicycles. 

By charter of Henry VIII in 
1218 A.D. a fair was held in Cov- 
entry, beginning on Friday of 
Trinity week and lasting eight 
days. 

A pageant celebrating Godiva’s 
ride was a feature of the fair for 
several centuries. Some beautiful 
woman, representing Lady Go- 
diva, was the principal figure. 


for sheer patriotism, it can never quite 
come near another ride which took place 
some 700 years earlier.

Some of the fairs attracted as 
many as 15,000 strangers, but 
the ceremonies have now fallen 
into disrepute and the procession, 
when celebrated, is a vulgar and 
tawdry affair. 

Alfred Lord Tennyson wrote a 
poem about the ride and on a 
beautiful statue in Coventry, 
Lady Godiva is shown on a white 
horse. The inscription on the 
pedastal of the statue is made of 
parts of Tennyson’s poem. 

“Then she rode back clothed on 
with chastity ... she took the tax 
away and built herself an ever- 
lasting name.” 

Lady Godvia had the welfare 
of her town in mind and the story 
of her heroism became the sub- 
ject of a most popular and wanted 
English coin of the 18th century. 

The so-called Godiva coins were 
struck in the 1790’s. Therefore a 
little larger than a fifty-cent 
piece, have often been called the 
Coventry half penny and were 
actually tradesmen’s tokens. 

The tokens bear the image of 
a beautiful lady on a horse with 
the legend, “Pro Bono Publico” 
— for the Public Good. 

Lady Godiva’s ride and her 
name are forever linked in the 
cause of freedom from oppres- 
sion. 

But to one man, Peeping Tom, 
her name is an eternal reminder 
that the best things in life are 
not always free. 
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id the Mint records lie? Was 

the entire issue actually lost 

at sea? Are the 1804 silver 
dollars in captivity authentic or 
fabrications ? 

Recently another chapter has 
been written in the long, heated 
controversy over the authenticity 
of the most widely known and 
most discussed U.S. coin. 

In a speech to the American 
Numismatic Association conven- 
tion, Atlanta, Georgia, in August 
of this year, Eric P. Newman 
positively pronounced that the 
coins are clearly fabrications. 

According to U.S. Mint records, 
19,570 silver dollars were struck 
in 1804. Yet less than a dozen 
pieces carrying the 1804 date are 
known to exist. 

First known to the public in 
1842, the 1804 dollar appeared in 
“The Manual of Coin and Bullion” 
where it was illustrated and iden- 
tified as the type of U.S. dollar 
for the period 1797 to 1805. 

The first collector to obtain an 
1804 dollar was Matthew Stick- 
ney in 1843. Ever since, the coins 
have been the storm center of a 
hurricane of research and argu- 
ment; for awhile they were fakes, 
then authentic. 

Before the Newman attack, the 
latest previous announcement 
was made by M. H. Bolender of 
San Marino, California, the recog- 
nized authority on early silver 
dollars. 

After study, Bolender com- 
pletely authenticated an 1804 and 
an 1805 dollar as having been 
struck in the U.S. Mint by the 
same manufacturing process used 
for silver dollars coined from 
1794 through 1803. 

The coins Bolender examined 


were known to Spink & Son, Ltd., 
of London before they reached 
the collection of B. G. Johnson, a 
St. Louis numismatist, early in 
1939. Although the extent of 
Johnson’s research is not known, 
he considered the coins fabrica- 
tions. 

In April, 1940, Farran Zerbe, 
then curator of the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank’ money museum, 
purchased the coins for $50. The 
extent of Zerbe’s research is not 
known either but he sold them 
to Louis S. Werner with the 
statement that they “might be 
false or genuine.” 

Werner, a collector with a spec- 
ialty in early Jewish coins, con- 
sidered the coins authentic and 
desired to prove their authentic- 
ity, though he kept them nearly 
hidden for a number of years. 

Early in 1960, Werner submit- 
ted the coins to the Academy 
Testing Laboratories Inc., New 
York. The report of each metal- 
lographic examination said, “No 
visible evidence was found of al- 
teration by the addition, removal 
or tooling of the metal. Based 
upon our examination of this coin, 
it is our opinion that the date was 
die struck and has not been al- 
tered.” 

Examination by another re- 
search firm brought the same re- 
sults. 

Following these examinations, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer, 
38rd, of Philadelphia, discussed 
the purchase of the coins from 
Werner upon the condition that 
they and Bolender be allowed 
first an opportunity to study the 
coins. 

This was agreed upon and Bol- 
ender’s report followed. 
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According to  Bolender, it 
seemed reasonable to assume that 
the 1804 piece was struck late in 
1803 or early in 1804 and that the 
Mint report of 19,570 dollars 
struck in that year was probably 
correct. 

Then, after the comparative 
quiet following Bolender’s work, 
Newman set off the explosion in 
Atlanta. 

“The most charitable opinion I 
can give of the 1804 dollar is that 
it was a fabrication first pro- 
duced by Mint employees about 
1840, without any authority, for 
the benefit of the Mint coin col- 
lection.” 

Here is his line of reasoning. 

“The most important point 
stressed respecting the 1804 and 
1805 dollars, was that if the last 
figure of the date was disre- 
garded, the obverse of each piece 
was different from all other 
known obverse die varieties. 

“In other words, the relative 
position of the stars, letters and 
bust on each coin was different 
from all other obverses regard- 
less of the date. 


“A careful restudy of the Zer- 
be 1804 and 1805 dollars reveals 
that the points of some of the 
stars have been slightly re-aimed 
by shaving away and tooling part 
of the ends and sides. 

“Normal  six-pointed _ stars,” 
says Newman, “naturally have 
their points on opposite sides dir- 
ectly in line with one another, and 
this is true as to all stars on the 
obverse of early U.S. dollars. 

“In the Zerbe 1804, the 10 and 
4 o'clock points of the upper right 
star are not in line nor 180 de- 
grees apart. 
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“In the Zerbe 1805, the 10 and 
4 o’clock points of the upper right 
star, the one and seven o’clock 
points and the 10 and 4 o’clock 
of the second star from the top 
on the right and the 10 and four 
o’clock points on the lower left 
star are not in line nor 180 de- 
grees apart. 

“All other stars on these coins 
have their opposite points in line 
and 180 degrees apart. 

But the fact that Newman sees 
evidence of tampering is not suf- 
ficient. He goes on. 

“On comparing the positions of 
the unmolested stars relative to 
the bust, letters and the 188 
border dentils, and disregarding 
the last figure of the date, it be- 
comes clear that each element of 
the 1804 Zerbe dollar is identical 
to the 1802 over 1 Bolender 4 
variety. 

“Similarly,” says Newman, 
each element of the 1805 Zerbe 
dollar, excluding the molested 
stars and the last figure of the 
date, is identical with the large 
date 1803 dollar Bolender 6 vari- 
ety.” 

Newman says that it is fair to 
consider the idea that the coins 
might be genuine overdates and 
that the Mint modified the dies. 

But, he says, “An examination 
of the molested star points under 
high magnification shows that 
the stars in each die were not re- 
punched or recut, but were al- 
tered on the coin themselves. 

“This overdate thought must, 
therefore, be rejected.” 

“Both Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dol- 
lars have always been together” 
says Newman. 

“The fact that each of the Zer- 
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be coins has acquired similar star 
point defects at critical places for 
die variety determination recon- 
firms the conclusion that the de- 
viation of star points was no ac- 
cident.” 

And so much for those two par- 
ticular coins. What about the 
other 1804’s which are known? 

Newman is just as positive in 
his reply that these, too, are 
fakes. 

His first argument stems from 
the method of striking used by 
the Mint. 

“During the 1804 period, the 
planchet was first processed on 
the edge-lettering machine,” says 
Newman. “This machine pro- 
duced incused or intaglio letter- 
ing around the edge by squeez- 
ing the planchet between two 
parallel bars, one fixed and one 
moveable. 

“Each bar contained a die with 
half of the text so that as the 
flan was rolled through there was 
a slight overlap of edge design 
180 degrees apart. The pressing 
in of the edge lettering raised the 
rim somewhat, performing the 
function of upsetting.” 

“Striking squeezed the metal to 
the side, and the edge, being free 
to expand, did not have its letter- 
ing affected.” 

This was in the 1804 period. 
“In 1836 the Mint began apply- 
ing steam to the coinage presses. 
The heavier and more uniform 
pressure enabled the press to pro- 
duce a smooth or reeded edge by 
confining the planchet in a collar 
when striking occurred and let- 
ting the dies force the metal 
against the collar. 


“The dies, instead of being 


larger than the coin, had to fit 
the inside diameter of the collar 
so that the metal did not squeeze 
out to cause a wire edge. 

“This method eliminated the 
possibility of lettered edges be- 
cause the coin had to slide out of 
the collar when one die retracted. 
Either raised or incused edge let- 
tering would prevent the coin 
from being extricated from the 
collar die. 

“A smooth border was cut into 
the dies on the outside of the 
border design by the use of a 
lathe. This produced a raised and 
smooth border which improved 
stacking and protected the cen- 
tral design from wear. 

“An examination of all of the 
known 1804 dollars and both re- 
verses with which they are com- 
bined shows a smooth border 
around the circumference of each 
die. 

“This means that the dies were 
made to be struck in a collar.” 
And this also means, continues 
Newman, that all the 1804 dollars 
were struck in the 1836 period 
when collars were in accepted use. 

Also Newman points out in the 
1804 specimens several stylistic 
differences from other coins of 
the period and another mechan- 
ical difference, thus further dem- 
onstrating his contention that the 
“Kings” are fabrications and not 
royalty at all. 

Maybe this time the question 
has finally been “settled.” On the 
other hand, the question has been 
settled before, only to come up 
again. 

But whatever the final out- 
come, for now the King has been 
dethroned. 
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Ask an American if he has 
heard of Monte Carlo and he will 
smile, nod his head and say, 
“Sure, the world’s greatest gamb- 
ling casino is located there.” 

And he might be right. 

He might, that is, except for 
the existence of a casino in a lit- 
tle German town that makes the 
casino at Monte Carlo look pale 
by comparison. 

Almost 2,000 years ago, Roman 
emperors knew of the Black For- 
est town where hot springs 
poured their healing waters over 
the earth in profusion. 

Rheumatic rulers and battle- 
weary legionnaires flocked to the 
baths that sprung up. 

For hundreds of years the lit- 
tle town was the gathering place 
of thousands who had heard of 
the springs and their healing 
properties in a setting of sighing 
pines and historic ruins. 

With the coming of the ro- 
mantic 19th Century, Baden Ba- 
den seemed touched by a magic 
wand. Suddenly there were horse 
races, games, music, dancing, a 
hundred enchanting attractions

which made the spa the center of 
Europe’s resort life. 

Sometime between the discov- 
ery by the Romans and the dis- 
covery by 19th Century pleasure- 
seekers, Baden Baden gave birth 
to what has become “the most 
beautiful gambling casino in the 
world.” 

The words belong to Marlene 
Dietrich, the truth belongs to 
anyone who has seen it. 

The oldest casino in Germany, 
Casino Baden Baden celebrated 
its 200th anniversary in 1950. 
Since 1827 the casino has been 
located in the magnificent Kur- 
haus, surrounded by a green, vel- 
et carpet studded with brilliant 
flowers and graced by tall, 
spreading shade trees. 

Great white columns support 
the roof of a long porch looking 
out on a bandshell which has 
heard some of the finest musi- 
cians produced by any continent. 

Outside the casino there is a 
quiet, stately elegance’ that 
speaks of easy living and dec- 
ades of quiet relaxation. 

Inside there is a quick change. 


in the Chips 


Still quiet and stately, the lavish 
appointments tell of the millions 
of Marks left by too-eager search- 
ers for easy wealth. 

Walls are hung with red and 
blue velvet. Elaborate carvings 
and statuary wear scanty but 
gilded clothing. In fact, gold is in 
evidence everywhere. 

Doors are gilded, window cas- 
ings are gilded. Chandeliers, can- 
delabra, baseboards, chair legs; 
all bear their burden of fine gold. 

The magnificence of the casi- 
no is due to the efforts of M. 
Edouard Benazet more than 100 
years ago. 

Benazet, then lessee of the 
casino, called in Parisian archi- 
tects to design the rooms in 
which Roulette. and Baccara are 
still played. 

These splendid rooms soon had 
to be supplemented by new gamb- 
ling rooms as well as by an ele- 
gant bar and dance floor. 

There is a separate room for 
the people of Baden Baden. Law 
prevents them from playing in 
the regular casino. 

The reason, according to Erick 
Busch, technical supervisor of 
the casino, is that the town is 
working against itself to let 
townspeople gamble in the casi- 
no. For, if a citizen of Baden 
Baden were to gamble himself 
into debt, the city would have 
to support him. 

So, rather than let this happen, 
the law permits townspeople to 
play in a separate room where 
stakes are always low and faces 
are all well known. 

Erick Busch, an_ efficient, 
friendly man, is in charge of 
technical aspects of the casino. 
He supervises all games, all per- 
sonnel and, while on duty, actual- 
ly operates the million-dollar op- 
eration. 
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“There are only four things not 
allowed here;” says Erick, “the 
police, the income tax people, 
photographers and _ releasing 
names to the press.” 

“We never have any trouble 
with pickpockets or thieves,” he 
continues. “We have more than 
100 men on duty all the time — 
each of them trained to spot 
trouble before it arises.” 

“There are no attempts at 
cheating by the big time gamb- 
lers,” Erick says. “I know each 
of them by name and if they 
spoil their reputation in one ca- 
sino, they are finished in all of 
Europe.” 

When asked about counterfeit- 
ing, Erick said yes, there had 
been some counterfeiting at- 
tempts. 

“But we go over all the chips 
carefully each night,” he said, 
“and as soon as a counterfeit is 
spotted, we change to a new de- 
sign.” 
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The chips for Casino Baden Ba- 
den are made in France and are 
so carefully constructed it is 
nearly impossible to imitate 
them, according to Erick. 

Another reason for the scarc- 
ity of counterfeiting attempts is 
the expense involved in manu- 


facturing a chip. 
“The two-Mark chip,” says 
Erick, “is actually worth two 


Marks and, of course, the one- 








Mark chip costs more than face 
value to produce. 

“Also, chips of five marks and 
over are serially numbered.” 

The most interesting chips are 
those made of gold. On Saturday 
nights, the gold chips are used 
by people sitting on delicate gil- 
ded chairs at an_ elaborate 
gilded Roulette table. These 
chips, says Erick, are never coun- 
terfeited. 

But the chips’ utility does not 
end with the gambling tables. 

“The casino has such an excel- 
lent reputation,” says Erick, 
“that chips are accepted any- 
where in Baden Baden as a med- 
ium of exchange. 

“If a person has no money with 
him but has some chips, he can 
use the chips for money at face 
value.” 

A hundred years ago, Europe’s 
“summer capital” and its casino 
boasted such names as Emperor 
Wilhelm I, Bismarck, Dostoyev- 
sky, Alfred de Musset, Berlioz 
and Brahms. 

The great American humorist, 
Mark Twain, wrote about the 
world-renowned spa at the turn 
of the century. 

Among more recent additions 
to the guest book are the names 
of the Emperor and Empress of 
Persia, King Ibn Saud, the Duke 
and Duchess of Windsor, the 
Begum and the late Aga Khan. 

Add to these some of the glit- 
ter of American royalty, both the 
Hollywood variety and that from 
the sports and music worlds, and 
you see that Casino Baden Baden 
is still the gathering place of the 
nobility. 

Yes, ask an American if he has 
heard of Monte Carlo. He may 
smile, nod his head and say, 
“Sure, the world’s greatest gamb- 
ling casino is located there.” 

But once that American has 
seen Germany’s showplace, he 
will say, “Monte Carlo? Sure, but 
have you seen Baden Baden?” 
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Most collectors of numismatic 
items are concerned with coins or 
currencies of regular design, 
which in years of the immediate 
past have seen few changes. 

If you happen to be younger 
than your middle 30’s, any per- 
sonal reminders of the depression 
of 1929 to 1933 will probably be 
very weak. Even to the children 
of those years the tangible dif- 
ficulties that were forced upon 
our circulating currencies cannot 
be remembered. 

As in most times of economic 
stress, the last of the major de- 
pressions this country has seen 
cast its reflection on our monies. 

The failure of many banks and 
grave conditions of others re- 
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YY WISCONSIN STATE BANK,

sulted in what today is called the 
“bank moratorium of 1933” 
which, in turn, was the cause of 
the emergency monies that were 
produced during this period. 

It is hard for us to conceive of 
a situation which would freeze all 
credit, especially the transfer of 
checks. Because of our trust in a 
“checking account,” the amount 
of currency one normally carries 
is hardly enough for a week of 
everyday expenses, let alone the 
transfer of money through com- 
mercial channels. 

But that is the situation that 
faced our society in 1933. Within 
days after the banks closed the 
amount of paper and hard money 


in everyday circulation was

quickly hoarded. 

Many forms of scrip appeared 
in the channels of trade, none of 
which were readily accepted. 
Many municipal governments is- 
sued their own scrip as a means 
of live or die. Their tax funds had 
been frozen in banks along with 
that of the private citizen. 

The notes shown here come 
from higher echelons of trade. 
The first one was issued by the 
State of Wisconsin, much as a 
local government would have 
done. 

The Wisconsin state legislature 
authorized the state to issue 10 
million dollars of scrip to aid the 
state banks that were not re-

Ever turn down a $10 bill? 


One hundred years ago you prob- 
ably would have turned one down— 
and any other paper money, for that 
matter. 


Due to current depressions, paper 
money was practically worthless. 
Your acceptance of any paper money 
would have been with great reluct- 
ance. 


Distrust of soft money had been 
growing for many years. The first 
seeds of doubt had been planted by 
the Continental Currency issued from 
1776 to 1791. From this series came 
the expression, “Not worth a Con- 
tinental.” 


Although the currency issued by 
the United States Bank had enjoyed 
the public trust, the bank’s charter 
expired in 1836 and the panic which 
occurred in 1837 can be partly ac- 
counted for by the failure of the gov- 
ernment to provide a fiscal agent. 


The U. S. Bank had been strong, 
its paper aes backed by specie. 
State and other private banks were 
forced to meet this competition with 
a solid money system of their own. 

But when the U. S. Bank’s charter 
ran out, other banks were left with- 
out this competition and many wild- 
cat banks sprang up. 

The result was thousands of 
“Broken Bank Notes’—so called be- 
cause the issuing bank was “broke”’ 
—which were absolutely worthless. 
These notes contributed heavily to 
the depressions of 1837 and 1857. 

The production of a federal cur- 
rency was a long overdue step when 
it finally came in 1861 as an emer- 
gency measure to finance the Civil 
War. 

Until this time, people had looked 
to the Treasury to produce only spice 
(hard money) and had accepted the 
states’ rights approach to a federally 

(CONTINUED) 
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controlled banking system and 
(paper) money. 

Demand Notes, the original 
“Green Backs” were the Yankee 
equivalent of the Confederate 
Montgomery Notes. Each was a 
means of securing financial aid 
for the War effort and each mere- 
ly promised to pay, no definite 
commitment of obligation was in- 
cluded. 


These early notes were a result 
of Congressional acts of July 17 
and August 5, 1861. The notes 
bear the date August 10, 1861 
and this is believed to be the 
actual date of issue. 


The fiscal agents of the govern- 
ment were Sub-Treasury offices 
located in various cities to serve 
a geographic area. 

Demand notes were _ issued 
from New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston, Cincinnati and St. Louis 
in denominations of $5, $10 and 
$20. 


Following a pattern which had 
been established with the Broken 
Bank Notes, the federal notes 
were prepared to be signed by the 
head of the issuing institution, in 
this case the Treasury Depart- 
ment.

It would have been impossible 
for those high officials to labori- 
ously sign all the notes. The re- 
sult was that on the early notes 
signatures were signed by clerks 
who also wrote “for the” in front 
of the titles, Registry of the 
Treasury and Treasurer of the 
United States. 

Once the mistake had been 
noted, the printing plates were 
corrected to include the words 
“for the.” 

Those notes with hand-written 
“for the” are extremely rare and 
all demand notes are scarce. 

Aside from the notes’ bearing 
an obligation of only a promise to 
pay, two marked distinctions are 
evident. There is only one serial

number and there is no Treasury 
Seal which, together with official 
signatures, is the stamp of ap- 
proval of an official document. 


But after all the distrust oc- 
casioned by Broken Bank Notes, 
it is comforting to know that De- 
mand Notes produced 100 years 
ago are still legal tender and that 
all notes produced by the U. S. 
Treasury Department since that 
time are still worth face if pre- 
sented for redemption.

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Carribean Island Issues 
Buck and Half-a-Buck 


The Buck Island Administra- 
tion, a man in Philadelphia, U.S. 
A., has issued One Buck and Half- 
a-Buck coins for souvenir hunters 
and collectors on Buck Island in 
the British Virgin Islands. 


The One Buck Coin is 1/64-inch 
smaller in diameter than the U. S. 
Silver Dollar. Its weight is the 
same. The Half-a-Buck is similar 
in weight and size to the U. S. 
50-cent piece. One Buck coins 
have been struck in nickel silver; 
the Half-a-Bucks have _ been 
struck both in copper and goldine. 


The obverse of the One Buck 
shows the head of a typical island 
buck or goat similar in type to 
Africa’s steenbok or small ante- 
lope. Above the head is the Greek 
word EIRENE meaning “Peace” 
and below is the legend ONE 
BUCK. 


The reverse side of the coin 
has a relief configuration of Buck 
Island with its precise location in 
navigational terms. Above and 
below the relief configuration ap- 
pear BUCK ISLAND and B.V.I. 
respectively. 


The Half-a-Bucks, while smaller, 
are of the same pattern. 


Buck Island lies 28 miles to the 
East of St. Thomas, U. S. Virgin 
Islands, where Buck Island Ad- 
ministration maintains its mail- 
ing address. Currently Buck 
Island serves as a fueling depot 
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for the Leeward Island fishing 
fleets. 


Growth of the island population 
has necessitated the striking of 
additional coinage on an annual 
basis. 


Maximum issue of the pattern 
coinage totalled 1085 of the One 
Bucks. The Half-a-Bucks were 
limited to 515 in copper and 515 
in goldine. 


Distribution of available pat- 
tern coinage is being handled by 
Harry J. Forman, P. O. Box 5756, 
Philadelphia 20, Penna.

ceiving scrip through the Clear- 
ing House Association. 

The issue was handled by the 
banking commissioner and each 
bank was entitled to borrow scrip 
to the amount of five per cent of 
its deposits, for which it gave the 
Banking Department a first lien 
on its assets. 

Treasury officials in Washing- 
ton approved the plan and on 
March 17, 1933, Wisconsin began 
issuing scrip. Wisconsin was the 
first state to do so. 

Many banks, however, received 
enough deposits after they re- 
opened to make the use of scrip 
unnecessary. 

The second one represents a 
promise to pay by the Milwaukee 
Clearing House Assn. and its 
member banks. 

Clearing House scrip was is- 





sued to protect member banks 
against a run of heavy cash with- 
drawals when the banks reopened. 
It was backed by securities 
turned over to the Association by 
member banks.

PUBLICATIONS 


Starr Gilmore has just had his 
“Canadian Silver Dollars” pub- 
lished. The book, illustrated, has 
chapters on dollar variants, proof- 
like sets, dollar distribution, mint 
reports and dollar designs. It is a 
wealth of information about Can- 
adian silver dollars by a long-time 
student of his subject. There are 
currently more than a thousand 
distributors for the book. 

“The rapid advance in prices on 
most Canadian and Newfoundland 
coins makes it necessary for Price 
List No. 9.” That’s what it says 
in Price List No. 9 from Regency 
Coin and Stamp Co. Ltd., Winni- 
peg, Manitoba. The 48-page book- 
let contains some illustrations and 
a large listing of Canadian, New- 
foundland, British, U. S. and for- 
eign coins. Although the publica- 
tion is stamped 25c, it is avail- 
able free of charge. 

“The Profit March of Your 
Coins from 1935 to 1968,” a work 
by George W. Haylings, is a book 
for the collector who has as his 
foremost objective the securing 
of a profit from the coins he col- 
lects. Listing only uncirculated 
coins in roll or proof set form, 
Haylings has traced the coins’ 
price progress since 1935. The 
figures, says Haylings, should be 
used only as a guide for prices in 
the future. 

The “Premium Guide Book” is 
a 48-page, illustrated guide of 
cash prices for Canadian, New- 
foundland, U.S. and British coins 
and currency. Published by Inter- 
national Coin Co., Toronto, On- 
tario, the book contains 300 illus- 
trations, information about the 
coins and an instruction list for 
coin sellers. The book is not in- 
tended to be comprehensive. It in- 
cludes only coins which are in 
great demand. 

Compiled by the marketing 
staff of “Numismatic Times and 
Trends,” the book “Investing in 
Coins” is complete with charts. 
According to the publisher, the 
book outlines “a new way to put 
money to work for you.” It is not 
a history or reference book but 
a method, say the publishers. The 
method of investment is possible 
for anyone who can afford to in- 
vest $10 or more a month. 

“Wooden Money of Canada” is 
a new book by Larry Gingras. Its 
40 pages are illustrated and con- 
tain a complete listing of Can-

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adian wooden money and souvenir 
tokens.
